The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The above amendment establishes a maximum temperature at which the 
combustible impermeable layer is combustible. This further defines and thus overcome 
the 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejections with regard to the term "combustible". 
This amendment is supported by applicant's disclosure since it provides examples of 
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materials with combustion temperatures below the thermal process temperature range 
can be used. 

Additionally, the prior art neither teaches nor discloses a ceramic honeycomb not 
loaded with catalyst having the claimed impermeable combustible layer at an edge of a 
holding material and between the ceramic honeycomb and its metal case.
